Wind turbine 
at Trinity Hill?

Mr Massy-Birch told Pulman’s View that the proj¬ 
ect had been two years in the planning stage. 

He said he wanted to erect a wind turbine to provide 
green energy for his business, particularly as his 
current electricity transformer was not big enough. 

Mr Massy-Birth staged an open afternoon for 
neighbours and all those interested on Thursday of 
last week to view display boards of the project 
showing the turbine viewed from various locations 
from five metres around the site. 

Mr Massy-Birch said that no one lived within 500 
meetings of the proposed turbine, although he ac¬ 
cepted there might be an issue with noise. East 
Devon planners were aware of his plans and that he 
expected to submit a formal application before 
Christmas. 

The turbine would take nine months to build, prob¬ 
ably in Germany, and it would be at least two years 
before it was erected if permission was granted.

“Additional flexibility 
will be possible on a Fri¬ 
day afternoon subject to an 
individual department’s 
rostering needs. 

“It is the new way of

“It is important that as a 
company, we continually 
improve our ethos of 
work/life balance values 
and show our staff how 
committed we are to 
them.” 

Apart from the reduced 
working week, all other 
elements of the package 
have already become ef¬ 
fective. 

New ways of working 

The spokesperson 
added: “We embraced new 
ways of working to ensure 
firm foundations were in 
place for continuing suc¬ 
cess. 

“In just two months the 
company has seen a fan¬ 
tastic result with October 
sales exceeding all previ¬ 
ous months in its 40-year 
history of trading. 

“The staff have really 
embraced the new ways of 
working which is all about 
trust, commitment and the 
desire to succeed as an in¬ 
dividual, a team and as a 
whole. 

“The October figures 
say it all and will ensure 
the company can continue 


to move forward with its 
future investment plans. 

”As a thank-you to all 
staff, a free lunch was pro¬ 
vided by the company’s 
canteen. 

Technology support 
technician Cory Schultze 
said: “The whole thing’s 
based on trust and respect 
and you’re completely re¬ 


sponsible for your own 
timekeeping. It’s a mature 
system and I think it’s al¬ 
ready being proven a suc¬ 
cess.

THE Rev’d John Streeting writes from Axminster: November is 
for the church the month of remembrance. We began with our cel¬ 
ebration of All Saints and then All Souls when we especially re¬ 
member our friends and family who have died. 

Then last week came Remembrance Sunday. Although not a re¬ 
ligious festival like Christmas and Easter, it is nonetheless one of 
the most significant Sundays of the year, and interestingly attracts 
considerably more people nowadays than when I was growing up 
in the Sixties and early Seventies. 

The reason for this is perhaps not difficult to understand. In 
those days Remembrance Sunday was specifically an occasion to 
commemorate those who had fallen in the two world wars. It was 
often said that such a co mm emoration meant little to the young 
and even glorified war. 

I am delighted to say that very few would argue that today and 
it was extremely heartening to see at least 60 young people in

church on November 11th for our service of Remembrance in 
Axminster, which was packed out. 

In the last 50 years, we have experienced a number of other con¬ 
flicts - two Gulf Wars, the invasion of Iraq and its aftermath, and 
of course, the war in Afghanistan which continues to this day. So 
much suffering and loss! 

That of the young soldier blown up by a land mine, or the deadly 
activity of the suicide bomber, or even the ironic tragedy of the 
one killed by friendly fire. Let us never lose sight of the need for 
Remembrance especially of those who have given their lives for 
our freedom. 

Amidst a full weekend of national events ranging from Remem¬ 
brance Sunday with it special services and parades, and problems 
at the BBC, news came as promised, of the 105th Archbishop of 
Canterbury who is to be Justin Welby, currently Bishop of 
Durham. He will become the leader of the world’s 77m Anglicans, 
and will be enthroned at Canterbury Cathedral on Thursday 21st 
March 2013 which is the Feast of Thomas Cranmer, Archbishop 
and Martyr 1556. 

Following on this excitement, the General Synod of the Church 
of England meets at Westminster from November 19th-21 st when 
the first main agenda item is a debate on final approval for women 
bishops - which will last all day. After other business. Synod ends 
on Thursday with farewells especially to Archbishop Rowan. 

The 2012 Olympic Games inspired many churches to host free 
community events. The Church of England has launched a cam¬ 
paign of goodwill for Lent 2013 and later. A booklet - Love Life 
Live Lent - Be the Change! offers daily activities for use in Lent.

Cathedral - a choral concert is offered with tickets at the Cathedral 
Shop now.

Plea to help wild 
birds this winter 


THAT excellent research charity, the Game and Wildlife 
Conservation Trust, based at Fordingbridge, Hampshire, 
has just put out an appeal to farmers to do their utmost to 
help wild birds this winter. 

Currently there is a movement of birds from Europe into 
Britain and fieldfares, redwings, bramblings, song 
thrushes, chaffinches and robins are heading our way in 
the belief that, as usual, our countryside will provide a 
much richer selection of berries and seeds than will be 
found on the European wintering grounds. 

Sadly, the outlook is grim. The dreadful wet summer has 
virtually wiped out the usual harvest of hedgerow berries 
and fruit, while even acorns and beechmast are scarce. 

The result is that there will be only a limited supply of 
food for our resident native birds, never mind the hordes 
of migrants now coming in. 

If we have a bitterly cold winter the mortality amongst 
garden and field birds will be very high. In addition, game 
cover crops, many of which contain wild bird seed mixes, 
and sown for shoots countrywide, have in many cases 
failed. The situation has been made even worse by a mas¬ 
sive population explosion of slugs which have destroyed 
acres of wildlife crops. 

Research by the GWCT has shown that farmland bird 
numbers are doubled when additional grain seeds are pro¬ 
vided in hoppers during the winter and these findings have 
persuaded the Government to add over-winter supplemen¬ 
tary feeding as an option available to farmers through 
Stewardship schemes. 

Farmers are advised to spread grain on firm free-drain¬ 
ing tracks or near over-wintered stubbles or use a wild bird 
mix. Little and often is the theme and fresh areas should 
be used around every three days. Food hoppers can also 
be employed, and these should be set close to hedges, 
bushes or trees to help provide protection from predators 
such as sparrowhawks. The best time to feed and help wild 
birds is from the beginning of January to the end of April. 
Rat control is also vital, as grain and seed will quickly at¬ 
tract these wretched creatures. 

Garden owners can also make a vitally important con¬ 
tribution by making sure that bird feeders are topped up 
throughout the winter months and additional foods, such 
as fat balls and sunflower seeds are employed. The simple 
fact is that we must make every effort to assist a wide 
range of bird species to survive what is likely to be a 
sparse winter. 

I hear that Devon Wildlife Trust is planning to plant 
more than 1,000 trees throughout Exeter to help provide 
more attractive green spaces for the city’s people and 
wildlife. 

Native trees to be planted include rowan, oak, hazel, 
alder and hawthorn as well as cherry and apple trees. 
Communities across the city have responded in magnifi¬ 
cent fashion and hundreds of trees have already been 
planted. In the light of the tragic ash dieback countrywide, 
every effort must be made to help re-establish woodland 
in all its forms and wherever suitable. 

Meanwhile, you may have noticed that Christmas is 
looming up! On Saturday, December 8th, a Dorset Christ¬ 
mas Food and Craft Fayre (why not Fair?) will be coming 
to the Dorset Wildlife Trust’s Kingcombe Centre. 

Local meats and mulled wine will be on offer, as well as 
live demonstrations of winter foraged foods by John 
Wright of TV’s River Cottage, and there will, of course, 
be Christmas cards and wildlife gifts for sale. You can also 
enjoy a roast pork and apple bap with your mulled wine! 

The Kingcombe Centre is by the village of Lower King¬ 
combe, near Toller Porcorum, and the Fayre (Fair) will be 
open from 10am to 4pm. Post code for those with sat navs 
is DT2 0EQ. Entry is free.

4,000-strong protest, a 
sign of what’s to come? 


■ THE astonishing turnout recently 
in Sidmouth of more than 4,000 
demonstrators against the planning 
proposals for the Sid Vale, needs 
some explanation as to the 
background to these events. 

What is this all about and why is it 
happening in such a peaceful, law- 
abiding area? 

Throughout the entire EDDC 
area, communities are being 
inundated with meetings and plans 
for more “dwellings” and attempts 
by EDDC to “consult” with the 
people already living in these 
places. 

This usually amounts to EDDC 
plus a few “on board” local 
councillors outlining which 
possible sites have outline planning 
potential in the area concerned, and 
advising that there have to be say, 
50 dwellings built therein, and 
which of the sites would be 
preferred by the “locals”. 

No one states why the 50 
dwellings are required, simply that 
“there is a need” for these, so let me 
explain. 

In the last decade under the guise 
of delivering the EU Policy of 
Regional Government and Social 
Cohesion, the unelected SW 


Regional Assembly developed the 
Regional Spatial Strategy (RSS), 
and that strategy specified precisely 
just how many dwellings etc had to 
be provided in East Devon and all 
the other Sub-regions of the EU - if 
you didn't know, we live in sub- 
region UKK4 of the EU - don’t 
forget that. 

These amount to 17,100 for East 
Devon over the period 2006-2026 
and that a percentage of this total 
had to be for affordable homes. 

When the previous Labour 
government lost to the new kids on 
the block, the unelected Regional 
Assemblies were abolished but the 
RSS survived as an intrinsic part of 
EU plans being driven from central 
government, and the local 
governments all developed their 
own Local Development 
Frameworks which they are now 
delivering. 

The number for East Devon 
remains at 17,100 by 2026 so the 
RSS survives and continues as a 
plan for dealing with increased 
population and immigration. 

Welcome to the European Union 
- and to the art of failing to tell us 
of the reasons for all this. 

There is indeed a known 


conspiracy amongst politicians 
from the top down, not to mention 
the EU in any policy or action 
which is likely to be unwelcome or 
unpopular, as it may reflect badly 
on the EU. 

The RSS forms part of the EU 
Policy for Social, economic, 
territorial and environmental 
Cohesion whilst we head for a 
population of 70 million. 

For all the benefits of these 
policies, we currently send over £50 
million per day to the EU. 

As I write, the EU is experiencing 
the biggest protest yet seen in 
Spain, Portugal, Greece and Italy 
against the ridiculous austerity 
programmes imposed by its 
gauleiters, whilst we can see the 
same modus operandi emanating 
from EDDC. 

I hope such things never happen 
here but the 4,000 plus in Sidmouth 
might just be a foretaste unless 
government is returned to the 
people and away from the 
bureaucrats and gaulieters.

Douglas Hollick, St Paul’s Church, Honiton, November 13th 
Review by Andrew Carter 


AS PART of the Honiton Antiques 
Festival, the Joanna Leach Foundation and 
Music at St Paul’s presented a concert in 
St Paul’s Church featuring the 
distinguished international organ recitalist 
Douglas Hollick on Tuesday, November 
13th. The organ at St Paul’s, built by 
Kenneth Tickell in 1999, is widely 
recognised as the finest church organ in 
the South West, and under Mr Hollick’s 
agile hands (and feet!) its full majestic 
potential was fully demonstrated. 

The programme showed that music does 
not have to be well known to be accessi¬ 
ble, tuneful, emotionally profound - and 
simply thrilling. Douglas Hollick played a 
carefully contrasted choice of mainly 17th- 


century pieces from Germany, England 
and France, prefacing each group with a 
succinct and learned introduction setting 
the music in a broader cultural context. His 
playing - the fruit of long familiarity with 
historical performance practice - was ex¬ 
emplary: technically impeccable, emotion¬ 
ally mature, sensitive and, when needed, 
dramatic. His skilful registration deployed 
the full range of tone-colours of the organ, 
but always in the service of the music. 

The organ of St Paul’s is a major cultural 
asset for the town, East Devon and the re¬ 
gion. It could have had no more persuasive 
advocate than Douglas Hollick. One hopes 
for further concerts of this quality - and 
bigger audiences.
